Floor Sets Theme of Room 
In Homes Built Today 


The strong swinjj to resilient 


tile flooring: in our homes today 
means that the floor sets the color 
scheme and atmosphere of the en- 
tire room. A whole new concept 
of floor design has evolved around 
asphalt tile, rubber tile and cork 
tile. 


Floor design can improve a 


room's proportions. Diagonal or 
crosswise strikes in alternate col- 
ors make a long, narrow room 
look wider and larger. A large 
room can be "pulled in" by a 
wide border around the perimeter 
of the floor and a narrow contrast- 
ing stripe or border separating 
this from the mam floor area. 


The size of the room governs 


the scale of the floor pattern. The 
larger the room, the larger the 
basic unit in the design. A small 
room calls for a small-scale de- 
sign. 
The neat checkerboard design, 


in nine inch squares, is well-suited 
for a six by eight foot kitchen. 
Kentile floor designers point out 
that a large pattern would not be 
appropriate here because the mo- 
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tif would not have sufficient room 
to repeat itself. 


By the same token, the nine inch 


checkerboard would be monoto- 
nous in a very laige room. How- 
ever, in an oversized room, the 
size of the squares might be dou- 
bled or tripled to make a well- 
scaled design. 


Floor Fits Room Style 


A floor pattern should bear 


some relation to the room's archi- 
tecture. If the room has setbacks, 
jogs and alcoves, balance this with 
a simple floor 'pattern, such as 
double rows of asphalt tile laid 
diagonally and separated by a 
narrow contrasting slripe of the 
material. A room with little or no 
architectural detail will benefit 
from a floor with an active pat- 
tern, like a basket-weave or a 
plaid. To keep the feeling of a 
traditional room, let the floor pat- 
tern be simple and subdued. A 
modern-design room demands a 
more dramatic floor treatment. 
Use narrow contrasting stripes of 
asphalt tile to creat an asymmet- 
rical pattern with strong lieneal 
accents in the modern manner. 


In a game-room, where a festive 


air is needed, a striking pattern 
in gay colors like Rouge Acajou 
red. Lamartine- yellow and Gar- 
denia green is appropriate. The 
personality of the game-room can 
be emphasized by using theme or

Ganirhoard on Floor 


Kentile designs used resource- 


fully can convert a game-room 
floor into a play area for the cn- 
tiie family. Ready-made shuffle- 
boards of asphalt tile can be set 
right into the floor. A checker- 
board or a similar game-board 
can be made by cutting tiles into 
smaller squares or rectangles and 
inserting them in the floor. The 
game-room floor can serve as a 
court for paddle tennis, deck ten- 
nis, or badminton by marking off 
boundaries with tile strips on the 
floor in contrasting colors. 


In the kitchen, usually predom- 


inantly white, elaborate floor pat- 
terns, sharp color contrasts and 
theme accents show to advantage. 


Borders of picture tiles' in such 


designs as kettle, pitcher, spoon 
and fork, vegetable still life or 
ivy leaves, give a pleasant at- 
mosphere to the kitchen. A dining 
area in or adjoining the kitchen 
is effectively dramatized by using 
contrasting colors and design to 
set if off.

Open floor plans are gaining, 


with flexible partitions separating 
areas. The kitchen is destined to 
follow the dining-room into obliv- 
ion as a separate room. 


Built-ins will add to efficiency 


in the new houses. One builder is 
using low-cost Swedish doors to 
form free-standing partitions and 
storage-wall panels. This also per- 
mits faster construction at lower 
cost. 


Increased use of plywood; as- 


phalt shingles; 
copper or brass 


piping for interior water systems; 
asphalt tile flooring; forced warm- 
air heating systems; and air con- 
ditioning all reflect the swing to- 
ward efficient, functional homes. 


In 1940, only one per cent of 


homes used asphalt tile or other 
non-wood flooring in rooms other 
than kitchen or bathroom. By 1950, 
the figure had risen to 19 per cent, 
showing builders' growing desire 
to make homes more attractive 
and easier to maintain, while low- 
ering initial and upkeep costs. 


To Be Expandable 


Expandability will be built into 


many 1952 homes. One example is 
a $5.000 house which has a future 
door opening framed into the rear 
wall of a storage closet. The closet 
easily becomes a hall when the 
house is expanded. 


Other features to be shared by 


many of this year's low-priced 
houses include bascmentless con- 
struction; carport instead of gar- 
age; lower-pitched roofs; fewer 
corners; elimination of service en- 
trance; raised fireplace; sloping 
ceilings; and slim eave-lme. 


New ideas in design, some ex- 


perimental to test public reaction, 
will abound. One plan has the 
garage built into the front of the 
house near the center. The inside 
end of the garage is used as a 
p a s s a g e w a y , traffic moving 
through the entire bedroom and 
service area of the house without 
going through 
the living-room.

Proposed UMT for Volunteers 
Violates Purpose of Program 


No political realist imagined that UMT was going to 


have an easy time in congress in a year when the lawmakers 
must face mothers, fathers and service-eligible youngsters 
of voting age at the polls. 


It has been hoped, nevertheless, that enough legislators 


would hear the call of statesmanship to insure the prompt 
enactment of this vital defense measure. First reactions in 
the new session do not encourage this hope. 


Already there is talk of a limp compromise: the proposal 


that for the first year of a UMT program the projected 60,000 
trainees be drawn from volunteers. 


The very essence of any sound military training program 


is that the burden of service shall fall fairly upon all young 
men. 


Deferment for good reason may play some part in the 


plan, but exemption—complete freedom from service—has 
no proper place. 
• 
• 
* 


To inaugurate a UMT plan with a call for volunteers is 


therefore a total violation of the spirit and purpose of the 
program. 


It puts a premium upon the man who does not choose to 


offer his services, bestowing special favor on him at the 
expense of his volunteering comrade. 


If, in spite of all, congress should initiate the program 


on a volunteer basis, it will amount to the lawmakers saying: 


"We do not have the nerve to put this plan into effect on 


a compulsory footing, as it should be. Therefore, we are 
risking damage to the whole UMT concept by asking for 
volunteers this first year. 


The wise and brave course is admittedly difficult for a 


politician to follow. The average congressman's mail un- 
doubtedly is running heavily against UMT. 


But most of those who write are not thinking of the wel- 


fare and safety of their country. They are simply thinking 
of themselves. 
* 
* 
• 


It is a lawmakers' business to reflect the views of his con- 


stituents to represent them. But it is also his business to 
act for the good of the country in times of stress. 


Unless congress can figure some way to repel the Rus- 


sians, it must be forced to concede that these are perilous 
days. Unpreparedness was a luxury we managed to enjoy 
without fatal consequence in the two world wars. 


Hardly a military man alive believes we dare indulge in it 


again: the risk of crushing defeat is too great. 


Those who insist on thinking in terms of former wars or 


who simply wish to give way to selfish emotion are firm 
against the adoption of UMT. The most charitable thing 
to be said about them is that they do not understand what 
kind of world they are living in. 


UMT is one vital ingredient in America's considered 


formula for security in a dangerous world. It is incumbent 
on those who would eliminate it to demonstrate how they 
would protect the United States in national emergency.

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—Federal grand Jury In- 


vestigation of mystery-man Henry W. ("the Dutchman") 
Grunewald and his Washington activities is looked upon 
here as a shrewd Department of Justice move. 


The effect if not the purpose will be to thwart further 


disclosures on the Abraham Teitelbaum shake-down 
charges and tax-fixing case before California Congrqss- 
man Cecil R. King's subcommittee. 


Charles M. Irelan, U. S. attorney for the District of 


Columbia, has announced that Grunewald will be first 
witness when the grand jury is convened Feb. 4. Grune- 
wald is under subpoena to appear before the King Com- 
mittee Feb. 13. This will be after the committee returns 
from its California hearings, now in progress. 


The King Committee is by no means through with the 


Teitelbaum - Nathan - Naster - Knohl - Grunewald-Caudle- 
Oliphant-et al. case. Since recessing the hearings just 
before Christmas, committee counsel Adrian W. DeWind 
and his staff have been digging into the records of every- 
one involved in the Teitelbaum charges that he was the 
intended victim of a tax-fixing ring. 


If all principals in the case are called to testify by 


the Federal grand jury before the King Committee can 
get at them again, there is considerable fear that their 
hps may be sealed. 


Testimony given before a grand jury is secret. Any 


grand jury witness called before the King Committee 
could plead that h.e could not discuss the case while it 
was still under investigation by the grand jury, and get 
away with it. 


Records of the King Committee's open hearings have 


been submitted to the Department of Justice as fast as 
they've been completed. But closed hearing testimony 
and the mass of supporting evidence which committee 
counsel has accumulated have not been sent to Attorney 
General McGrath, nor to District Attorney Irelan's office. 


It is not the intention of the King Committee to turn 


over all this material till its own investigations are 
completed. 


So the grand jury will go to work with only part of 


the evidence in. The fear is that with witnesses blocked 
from giving further testimony to the King Committee, 
the whole case may be shushed up and possibly white- 
washed.

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Penicillin Often Conquers 
Form of Heart Disease 


Among the forms of heart dis- 


ease on which great progress has 
been made in recent years is a 
condition known as subacute bac- 
terial 
endocarditis, 
a 
disease 


which was formerly almost in- 
variably fatal. 


In this disease the, blood stream 


and heart valves are.invaded by 
germs known as streptococci. The 
growths or vegetations on the 
heart valves break off and are 
carried by the blood to other parts 
of the body, setting up new in- 
fections. 


Endocarditis u s u a l l y begins 


gradually. The patient is likely 
to tire easily, there is loss of en- 
ergy and an all-in feeling, and 
loss of pep. 


After a time there are likely to 


be 
chilly 
sensations, unusual 


sweating, and slight fever. Some- 
times muscle or joint pains and 
headache are present. These symp- 
toms may appear alone or in 
various combinations. 


Until recently many treatments 


had been tried, but almost always 
with disappointing results. 
At 


;ven the sub 


penicillin seemed disappointing. 
MOST PATIENTS RECOVER 


Now, 
however, most patients 


who develop acute bacterial en- 
docarditis (provided that the dis- 
ease is diagnosed early) recover 
if they are given large enough 
doses of penicillin over a long 
enough period of time. 


Many of the early failures with 


pencillin 
seem to have been 


caused by lack of knowledge as to 
how large an amount of the drug 
should be given and for how long 
a time. 


This experience is typical of any 


new drug, as it takes time before 
the best method of giving it and 
the dosage can be worked out. 


Some problems and difficulties 


still 
remain. The 
streptococci 


causing the infection are not all 
alike; that is, there are different 
strains. 


Some of these strains are more 


sensitive to the action of penicillin 
than others, and those which are 
rather resistant are much harder 
to eliminate from the body. 


Also, if the patient is treated at 


first without enough penicillin, the 
strain of streptococcus causing 
that particular infection may be- 
come resistant to penicillin and 
therefore less likely to respond to 
treatment. 


Combinations of penicillin with 


other germ-attacking substances 
are also used not infrequently. 


It is a real triumph that a ter- 


rible disease like subacute bac- 
terial endocarditis, about which 
physicians formerly were so help- 
less, now can be cured in most in- 
stances. The remaining difficulties 
are being gradually mastered r.d 
in all probability a still higher 
percentage of cures will be ob- 
tained in the future. 


It is tremendously important, of 


course, that diagnosis (which is 
not always easy) should be made 
early.

Household Hints 


Prunes to Please 


One of the four plentiful fruits 


on the U.S.D.A.'s plentiful foods 
list for January are prunes. The 
other three are oranges, tangerines 
and raisins. 


Prunes available now often do 


not need long soaking nor do they 
need long stewing. Check to see 
how prunes come from the pack- 
age. If they are piump and pliable 
enough for easy cutting, they do 
not need soaking or cooking when 
used in cookies, breads and stuff- 
ings. 


If prunes seem dry, cover with 


water and let stand to soften up 
enough to cut, then drain. Such 
prunes may also be pitted and 
stuffed for salad. 


An easy way to have a supply 


of plump prunes in thick 
full- 


bodied juice is to put some in a 
fruit jar, cover with water, screw 
the top on and hold in the refriger- 
ator four to six days. No cooking 
required. 


For the breakfast or dessert 


fruit, if you prefer the softer 
prune, then cook it in water. Cook 
at a "slow boil" from 30 to 45 
minutes to desired tenderness. Add 
water if necessary. It is not neces- 
sary to add extra sugar since 
prunes have so much 
natural 


sweetness. 


However, if the family has a 


sweet tooth and you like them 
sweeter, add sugar or honey dur- 
ing the last five minutes of cook- 
ing. Prunes are best if allowed to 
stand in cooking liquid several 
hours after they are tender. 


Prunes can be cooked under 


pressure. Softer prunes will be 
cooked by the time 15 Ibs. pres- 
sure is reached. Other prunes may 
need up to 10 minutes at 15 Ibs. 
Remove cooker from heat and let 
pressure drop to zero without 
hastening the cooking. Sweeten if 
desired. 


Variety of flavor in prunes can 


be gained by cooking with slices of 
lemon or orange. Try cooking 
prunes with a few whole cloves or 
a stick of cinnamon. 


Tips for Corduroy, Velvet 


When you're making a garment 


from corduroy or velvet, be sure to 
pay particular attention to up and 
down of the material. This means 
all pieces of the pattern must be 
placed in one direction. 


If part of the garment is cut in 


one direction and another part in 
opposite direction, the light re- 
flection won't be the same. Some 
parts of the garment will look 
lighter than others. 


This same rule should be follow- 


ed for materials with nap, twill 
weave or xvoven and printed de- 
sign. Gabardines for example are 
a twill weave. It pays to use more 
material when placing the pieces 
of the pattern in one direction 
than to use less material and have 
unmatched pieces. 


Remodeling Hints 


In considering remodeling plans 


there are five good points to keep 
In mind in working out the new 
house plan. 


1. The kitchen should be given 


the most emphasis and be the best 
planned room in the 
home. It 


generally has a right-to-left se- 
quence of refrigerator, sink and 
stove. 


2. A desirable living room Is 


oblong with at least two walls 
which alloxv for continuous furni- 
ture arrangement. 
Clothes clos- 


ets should be within eight feet of 
the front door. 


3. The dining room area should 


have an 11 foot 
width; 
with 


storage provided for linen and din- 
nerware. 


4. Bedrooms should be at least 


10 feet square with cross ventila- 
tion and include closet space four 
feet in length for each person. 


5. A bath should be easily ac- 


cessible from kitchen 
and bed- 


rooms. It should also have a 
inen closet

Does Your Baby Sitter Know 
Whatto Do When Fire Occurs 


The following Instructions to 


be given to baby Hitters by par- 
ents of Dixon children were 
compiled by Col. John E. Earle 
from reromcndatlons of the Xa- 
tional Fire Protection Associa- 
tion, of which he is a member. 


We should not expect to give 


the baby sitter any complicated 
instructions or to try to have her 
understand 
the 
distinction be- 


tween different kinds of fires, 
different extinguishing methods, 
etc. The job of the baby sitter is to 
safeguard the children in her care 
and to tell her too much about 
other duties we may confuse her 
so that she will fall down on her 
main job. 


There are in my opinion just 


two things to tell the baby sitter: 
(1) to get the baby out of the 
house, and (2) to call the fire 
department. In order to do these 
two jobs successfully, however, 
there are certain instructions that 
must be given. 


Should Know Home 


It very often happens that baby 


sitters come into a house that is 
completely strange to them. It 
is important that the baby sitter 
should, know if there is a back 
door, if there are back stairs or 
any other alternate means of ac- 
cess to the second floor—in short, 
to be fully familiar with the ar- 
rangements of the house so that 
n cafie of fire or other emergency 
she can get the babies out of the 
house by the safest and most 
direct route. 


There should also be very spe- 


cific instructions as to how to call 
the fire department. A card should 
be fastened where it can be clearly 
read by anyone using the phone 
which gives the telephone number 
of the fire department and how to 
report a fire at that house. 


For example: 
In case of FIRE dial 2-1831 


Say: "A fire at 521 E. Chamber- 
lain Near Jefferson. 
If there is any question whatso- 


ever as to the speed at which the 
'ire is spreading or any delay 
whatsoever, even though it be 
slight, in reaching the fire depart- 
ment by telephone, the baby sitter 
should get the children out of the 
louse and use some neighbor's 
phone. 


Don't Delay 


In the case of a fire in cold 


winter weather, there may be a 
question as to whether the chil- 
dren should be dressed or in some 
,vay wrapped to keep them warm 
before getting them out of the 


house. It may be a great mistake 
to stop to dress the children as 
the delay may be fatal. It is much 
better to grab a blanket or some- 
thing to wrap them in. 


In case the tiaby sitter smells 


smoke but does not fie any fire, 
she should at once rail the fire 
department. In thatBcase, par- 
ticularly in bad weather, it may 
not be necessary to ifrnmediatcly 
get the children out of the build- 
ing, but it would be very wise to 
move them to some location where 
they can be gotten out instantly, 
say immediately adjacent to the 
front door. The baby sitter should 
be warned that smouldering fires 
in concealed spaces may suddenly 
break out with almost explosive 
force. 


Don't Ignito Gas 


In the case of any gas leak, 


the thing to do is to get the 
children out immediately without 
waiting for anything. It is also 
important in that case not to 
turn 
on or off any 
electric 


switches or try to use the tele- 
phone. A report should be made 
to the Public Service Company or 
other designated authority from 
some neighbor's house. 


In case something seems to be 


going wrong with oil burning 
equipment, tell the baby sitter to 
get the children out of the house 
and call for help.

Pressing Tips 


Have you wondered how you might avoid getting that shiny sur- 


face on wool when you press it? 
One rather simple way is place a 


wool cloth between the ironing board and the garment. • 


Use a rather light-weight wool cloth and spread it on the pressing 


surface. Then place the right side of the wool garment over it. 


Two additional press cloths are necessary to do a top-notch press- 


ing job. One should be heavy cotton twill and the other lightweight 
cotton, as muslin. 


Lay the heavy cotton twill di- 


rectly over the wrong side of the 
material. 
Dip the light 
weight 


cotton in water; wring as dry as 
you can arid place it over 
the 


heavy cloth. 


Lower the iron gently on the 


damp cloth. Lift and lower it so 
that the covered areas overlap. 
Carry out this lifting and lower- 
ing action by following the length- 
wise grain of the 
garment. 
Be 


sure to lift the iron before the 
damp cloth is thoroughly dry. 


If right-side pressing is neces- 


sary, use the wool press cloth on 
top of the fabric. Just place the 
damp light-weight cotton 
cloth 


over it and press.

cut into % inch diameter, four 
sided strips. 


Their results 
decided that if' 


french fried potatoes are frozen 
and held at zero degrees F. for 
short periodse of not more than 
two months, they will compare 
favorably with freshly fried pota- 
toes. Longer storage periods grad- 
ually alters flavor and texture for . 
the worse. 


The potatoes were cooled and 


packed into moisture-vapor-proof 
containers and frozen immediate- 
ly. Glass jars proved to be rather 
favorable containers in thiss tudy. 


Frozen french fries 
were pre- 


pared for serv'ng by heating on a 
cooky sheet for five minutes in a 
400 degree oven.
